- FINDS YOUNG BRIDE SLAIN. 


Janitress for Whom. Tenants Vainly 
‘Called Lay Dead in Basement. 


Tenants of the apartment house at 528 
West 128d Street called in vain for the 
janitress yesterday. Her husband, BSte- 
phen Muhler, upon returning from his 
work in a piano factory about 7:30 o’clock 
with a friend, Louls Harra, was met at 
the doorway by one of the tenants, who 
complained that there had been no. heat 
and that the halls hadn't been lighted. 

Muhiner went downstairs, but found the 
front basement door, for the first time 
in his recollection, locked. He tried the 
rear yard, and found the rear door, which 
is usually locked, wide open. He stepped 
into the dark kitchen of the basement 
and groped his way toward the front. In 
the middle of the room he stumbled across 
the body of his young wife Anna, to 
whom he had been married just elght 
months. Her face and her shirtwaist 
were stained red; there were two deep 
sashes in the right side of her throat, and 
B slash in her left cheek. 

Muhiner rushed into the basement of 
the next house and told Frederick Lu- 
diretz, the janitor there. Together, 
joined by Muhlner's friend. and several 
tenants whom Muhiner’s cries had 
brought down the dark stairs, they hur- 
ried to the West 125th Street Station and 
reported that Mrs. Muhiner had been 
murdered. Detectives Flynn and Thomp- 
son were assigned to the case, and an 
Ambulance was summoned from the J. 
Hood Wright Hospital. The ambulance 
surgeon said that Mrs. Muhiner had prob- 
ably been dead. three hours. \ 

The detectives found evidences that she 
had just been preparing for Supper when 
her assailant struck her down. In an 
open drawer of the dish closet the de- 
tectives found a long bread knife, its 
blade covered with blood stains. The 
knife had apparently been stabbed many 
inches into tha woman's skull. 

Everywhere in the kitchen were signs 
of.a hard struggle. The woman's hair 
had been torn in handfuls from the left 
side of her head, and her combs were 
scattered about the floor. Yet nothing 
in the room, as far as the husband could 
discover, had been taken. 

The only clue to the slayer was ob- 
tained from Mrs. N. A. Maccabe, who 
occupies the first floor rear. Mrs. Mac- 
cabe, who is somewhat deaf, said she had 
heard no sounds of scuffling or cries in 
the basenent, but she remembered that 
when she looked from her window into 
the rear yard about 2:80 o’clock she had 
seen @ man crouching against the wall. 
When she went to a second window to 
look at him he was gone. She described 
him as short and stumpy, measuring 
about 5 fect 6 inches, of dark complexion, 
and wearing a blue suit, blue flannel 
Shirt, tut no hat. Mrs. Maccabe said she 
thought she had seen Mrs. Muhiner in 
the rear yard at 4 o'clock, though she 
wasn’t sure of that. 

Muhiner could think of no motive for 
the murder, or recall any one who had 
borne either him or his wife a grudge. 


DYNAMITE EVIDENCE READY. 


W. J. Ford Reaches Los Angeles with 
McManigle’s First Confession.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., May 8.—The three 
alleged dynamiters how in the county 
jail will not be arraigned on the indict- 
ments now pending, but the District At- 
torney will file additional charges against 
them before a committing Magistrate 
either to-morrow or Friday.

ericks to-day yisited McManigle in jail. 
It is believed that the detectives had dis- 
covered some additional evidence and the 
District Attorney wanted McManigle to 
ag erend it.

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BIG TRUSTS MARKED 
FOR HOUSE INQUIRY 


Rules Committee Favors Investi- 
gation of Steel Corporation's 
Methods and Profits. 


ROOSEVELT MAY BE CALLED 


Sugar Combination and American 
Woolen Company Also on the List for 
Probing by ‘House Committees. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 3.—The Rules 
Committee of the House will report to- 
morrow the Stanley resolution for an in- 
vestigation of the Steel Trust. This in- 
vestigation has been the subject of con- 
tention before the Rules Committee for 
four year#, and Mr. Stanley has presented 
his case with great force and with nu- 
merous witnesses three times. The old 
committee under the Republican control 
of the House never reached a vote on the 
resolution. \ 

The committee has now decided to rec- 
ommend that a committee of nine mem- 
bers of the House be chosen by the House 
with full power to summon witnesses and 
compel the produetion of papers and 
books to conduct the investigation. It is 
conceded that Mr. Stanley will head the 
committee, and that the inquiry will pro- 
ceed without hesitation into every phase 
of the conditions and practices under 
which the great trust has grown into the 
proportions of a world combination. 


May Call Mr. Roosevelt. 


It is the intention ‘of those who are 
pressing for the investigation to ascer- 
tain all the facts connected with the ab- 
sorption of the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
Company and the part that it is alleged 


ithe Roosevelt Administration played in 


avoiding prosecution of the trust follow- 
ing that transaction. Whether ex-Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, who has been many times 
chargea with having special knowledge 
of this passage in the history of trust op- 
érations in this country, will be called to 
appear before the committee has not been 
decided. There is a strong desire on the 
part of many leaders in the movement 
to get at the inside story of the Stee: 
Trust that Mr. Roosevelt should explain 
why the Steel Trust, in common with 
other corporations who were engaged in 
combinations in restraint of trade, was 
not made the subject of prosecution by 
the Department of Justice. It has been 
the uniform answer of the Chairman of 
the former Rules Committee, Mr. Dalzell, 
to those who asked for an investigation, 
that all the information they sought was 
in the possession of the Department of 
Justice, and they should look there rather 
than to an investigation by Congress for 
what they sought. 
Sugar Trust Next. 


Mr. Hardwick of Georgia introduced in 
the House to-day a resolution for an in- 
vestigation of the Sugar Trust, and the 
Rules Committee will take up this matter 
next. The resolution proposes a com- 
mittee of nine members to be named 
by the House to inquire into the organ- 
ization and operations of the American 
Sugar Refining Company and determine 
whether or not that corporation is doing 
business in violation of the anti-trust 
law and of the Customs acts, and wheth- 
er the trust has crushed out competi- 
tion among refining companies and so 
increased the price of Sugar over the 
price that prevails in other countries, 

Mr. Francis, a new member from Ohio, 
introduced a resolution. for an investi- 
gation of the American Woolen Com- 
pany, which is a trust embracing twenty- 
eight mills. Mr. Francig comes from 
a district largely interested in sheep 
raising, and his inquiry goes further 
than the probing of the organization and 
operation of the trust, and authorises 
the determination whether or not it has 
not been able to restrict and control the 
wool market so that the farmer has not 
received a fair price for his wool. 

Also American Woolen. 

The resolution provides for a committee 
of five members of the House, who 
are to be charged with the task of 
finding out if the trust has been able, 
through its agents, officers, or Directors, 
to conduct its business in violation of 
the anti-trust law, and whether the acts 
of the company’s representatives have 
restricted buyers of wool, thereby pre- 
venting free competition in the market 
and the restriction of competition in 
transporting and redistributing wool; to 
inquire into the excessive capitalization 
of the American Woolen Company and 
of its component corporations, the. ficti- 
tious capitalization of the company and 
the securities based on its capital, and 
the control of the price of labor and the 
reducing of wages to employes; the 
blacklisting of employes, and the employ- 
ment of child labor. 

This. resolution also goes to the Rules 
Committee. : 

It is regarded as ® foregone conclu- 
sion that the committee will report out 
both the Hardwick and the Francis res- 
olutions with the recommendation that 
they pass ahd the investigation be begun 
as Speedily as possible. The prompt ap- 
earance of these various moves toward 
nvestigations caused some stir on the 
Republican side of the House to-day. 
The Republican leaders recognize the

INDICT LEGISLATORS 
IN OHIO BRIBE CASE 


Three Senators, the Sergeant-at- 
Arms, and Two Representatives 
Held in Heavy Bail. 


HOW MONEY WAS DIVIDED 


Members Pooled Their Interests, De- 
tectives Say, but Colfector Secretly 
Held Out Largest Share. 


Special to The New York Times. 

COLUMBUS, Ohio, May 8.—Hight indict- 
ments against three Senators and two 
Representatives and the Seargeant at 
Arms of the Senate were reported this 
evening by the Grand Jury investigating 
the legislative bribery scandal. At first it 
was the intention of Prosecuting Attorney 
Turner and Attorney General Hogan not 
to have any of the indictments returned 
until the Grand Jury had finished its 
work, but fear that some of the legisiat- 
ors were preparing to flee caused the first 
batch of indictments to be made known 
this evening. 


Those indicted are Senators Isaac BE. 
Huffman of Butler County and George K. 
Cetone of Montgomery County, both Dem- 
ocrats, and Senator L. R. Andrews of 
Lawrence County, Republicahs; Repre- 
sentatives George B. Nye of Pike County, 
Democrat, and A. C. Lowry of Lawrence 
County, Republican, and Rodney T. Dieg- 
el, Sergeant at Arms of the Senate, Dem- 
ocrat. They are accused of taking and 
soliciting bribes, and Diegel is charged 
with being the go-between. 

All of these men have been attending 
the legislative sessions regularly, and 
were notified of: the indictments as they 
were leaving the State Capitol They 
showed they had anticipated the thdict- 
ments, and such proved the fact, as their 
bonds had alveady beer arranged. They 
‘went to the offices of their attorneys, and 
after a brief consiiltation proceeded to 
the Court House, where they surrendered 
themselves. A surety bond was in readi- 
ness, and Nye and Diegel were released 
on $10,000 bond each and the rest on 
$5,000 bond each. 


The accused men will be arraigned be- 
fore‘'Common Pleas Judge F. B. Kinkead 
to-morrow. The cases will be rushed to 
trial at once. They can, if they desire, 
attend the legislative sessions until con- 
victed, in which case they will be re. 
moved from their positions. They all pro- 
tested innocence to-day. 


There are four indictments against Nye, 
Two are returned on the testimony of 
State Printer A, E. Crawford and Repre- 
sentative Kimble of Knox County who 
charges that Nye solicited a bribe of 
$1,000 in consideration of his support of 
a bill which would so rearrange the ju- 
dicial district of Seuthern Ohio as to 
throw out Judge A. Z. Blair, recently in 
the public eye because of the investigation 
of wholesale vote selling’ in his district. 

There is one indictment against Senators 
Huffman and Cetone and Andrews, jointly 
accused with Diegel, and one against 
Lowry. These men are accused of accept- 
ing bribes from the Burns detectives to 
vote for the Whittemore Insurance bill. 

The cases of the Burns operatives, F. 
8. Harrison, A, C. Bailey, and 
Berry, who were arrested at the instance 
of Speaker Vining and Representative 
Nye last Sunday charged with offering 
bribes, were ignored by the Grand Jury. 

To-day Detective Burns spent most of 
his time in the office of Prosecutor 
Turner questioning Grand Jury witnesses 
present and prospective. Sergeant-at- 
Arms Diegel was summoned to the Court 
House, and his continued presence there 
led to reports that immunity had been of- 
fered him for his testimony : 

Dr. Nye resigned from the Housé Cal- 
endar or Steering Committee to-day. All 
the other members had resigned yester- 
day. To-day Speaker Vining oppciatte a 
new committee, The only old members 
he retained were the two floor leaders, 
L. K. Langdon of Warren County, Re- 

ublican, and Price Russell of ayne 

ounty, Democrat. The House became 
much excited over a published report that 

rogressive Assemblymen were seeking to 
orce the resignation of Speaker Vining 
Secause of his selections in the old Steer- 
ing Committee. The Speaker receivéd a 
vote of confidence by the House. 

Representative Calvey, who was forced 
to resign from the Calendar Committee, 
indignantly denied the stories afloat that 
he was lined up with Nye in any. way. 
He was closely questioned by County 
Prosecutor Turner to-day. He told Turn- 
er he knew of no attempted bribery. 

** Nye lied if he told the detectives that 
he would control my vote for money or 
anything else,” said Calvey. 

This is Nye’s third term in the House. 
He has always been suspected of being 
in collusion with the lobbyists. . The de- 
tectives say that when the whole story 
is told it will be found ‘that the accused 
legislators pooled their interests. The 
Senate, where the greater number are 
said to be involved, was better organized 
than the House, but members on the two 
sides worked together.

Repeats That He Will Take No Action 
Unless Congress Directs It—Test _ 
of Troops’ Mobility.

from Mexico City printed in Tos New 
Yorx Trmgs this morning picturing the 
gravity of the situation of the Diaz Gov- 
ernment. bs 

Mr. Bonsal’s message Is quite in’ keep- 
ing with information which has ‘feached 
the State Department from its own 
sources in Mexico. Official télegrams 
which were received in Washington, this 
afternoon give no brighter view of the 
situation than that contained in Tuy 
Times's dispatch. 

There is no gainsaying the fact that this 
information is of most'serious import to 
this Government. The Administration has 
been hoping fervently that the peace .ne- 
gotiations with Francisco I. Madero would 
lead eventually to a settlement of the 
Mexican troubles, which would remove 
the load of unpleasant responsibility from 
this Government. But the information 
from Mexico City tends to justify the fear 
that, after all, Madero may not be able to 
control the revclutionary sentiment in his 
country, and that, even if le ts willing to 
make peace so far as his forces are con- 
cérned, that will not end the matter. 

The fact is, the power which Gen. Diaz 
has wielded for so long is almost gone. 
The old strong organization is disinte- 
grating. The system of law and order 
is disrupted, and the Mexican Government 
is almost in a state of liquefaction. 

Despite the fact that this all points 
toward the ultimate necessity of inter- 
vention by the United States for the 
restoration of order and the establishment 
of a stable Government, President Taft 
is still hopeful that something may de- 
velop which will avoid this eventuality.

MADERO MEETS CARBAJAL. 


Peace Conferences ‘Begin ‘To-day— 
Armistice Extended. ‘ 


EL PASO, May ~3:—Shaded from :the 
sun's heat by a cottenwood grove. at 
the foot of the warren hill over. which 
the insurrecto army not long ago’ had 
threatened to make‘ its way into the City 
of Juarez, Francisco I. Madero, Jr., the 
revolutionist leader, clasped hands to-day 
with Judge Francisco Carbajal, official 
peace envoy of the Mexican Government, 
thus inaugurating formal peace negotia- 


tions between the warring ‘factions of 
the Republic. : 

As Judge Carbajal's credentials had 
instructed him to deal with Francisco, I. 
Madero, Jr., as leader of the revolution, 
the two men met on neutral ground and 
talked alone for nearly an hour. They 
arranged the prelimtnary details of the 
first conference, which will begin at 9 
o'clock to-morrow morning. 

Judge Carbajal first called on Gen. 
Navarro, -the Federal commander . of 
Juarez, accompanied by Sefiors. Branift 
and Obregon, who ‘have acted as go-be- 
tweens in the negotiations. They proceed-< 
ed by automobile to the meeting place, 
where Judge Carbajal and Sefior Obregon 
alighted. 

Sefior Braniff’ continued over the loose 
sand beside the muddy -Rio Grande-to 
the Madero camp. .A few mputes later 
Madero entered the automobile, wearing a 
felt hat, around which was a gaudy col- 
ored band, the revolutionist insignia. He 
was followed by a troop cf c2vulry, wio 
escorted him to the meeting ground. Gen. 
Orozco and’ Col Francisco Villar ‘rode be, 
side: him. . 

On the meeting ground the entire escort 
dismounted and remained ata res 
distance while Judge, Carbajal auc y 
Madero sat in the automobile: alone,’ ar- 
ranging details of th» conferences that 
are to follow. 

A’ squad of United States troopers 
basked in the sun near the water’s 
across the international line and munched 
peanuts, idly observing the scene across 
the river. 

It was arranged that the,scene of the 
peace negotiations should be sacred to the 
envoys, no one else being allow here- 
after to come within a s of 100 vards 
of the spot. Even Sefiors Braniff and 
Obregon, who are unofficial advisers to 
Judge Carbajal, each day wiil await the 
Judge outside the reserved space. Gen. 
Madero will not participate in the confer- 
ences, being represented. by Dr. Vasquez 
Gomez, Francisco Madero, Sr., and Pino 
Suarez. 

At the conclusion of to-day’s meeting, 
which lasted cne hour, Gen. Madero de- 
clared that he had examined Judge Car- 
bajal’s credentials and found them satis- 
factory in every respect? He also said 
he had exchanged “‘ general impressions ”’ 
with Judge Carbajal as to the procedure 
to be followed by the peace commis- 
sioners. 

The three days’ prolongation of the 
armistice went into effect at noon to- 
day. It includes Ojinaga. 

_ Judge Carbajal was asked this morning 
what he believed were the prospects for 


peace. 2 

“They are very bright,’’ he said. 

“ Do you carry proposals to be made to 
the revolutionists or have you been in- 
structed merely to transmit their ideas to 
the Federal Government for considera- 


tion? 

“‘I have fult wer to act. I will re- 
celve the revolutonists’ peapossis and 
submit some that I have. It will be a 
continuous exchange of views until] we 
arrive at a definite agreement. Of rse 
that will have to be ratified by the v- 
ernment.” 

Judge Carbajal is believed to have been 
instructed to deal with the grave ques- 
tion of Diaz's resignation in as diplomatic 
a manner as possible. .-He is believed to 
be ready to persuade the rebels that Diaz 
eventually intends to resign, perbjaps 
within a short time, and that the appear- 
ance of a forced resignation would have 
a disquieting effect on the yacele. 

Insurrecto leaders declare that the Fed- 
erals have violated .the terms of the 
armistice by bringi reinforcements into 
Juarez: disgui: as jaborers, These men 
are said to ve entered the United 
States by way of Laredo, and then to 
have crossed from El Paso into the Mexi- 
can City. Gen. Madero called the atien- 
tion -of Gen. Navarro to the matter. in 
the following letter to-day: 

‘“‘T am informed that during the arm- 
istice Federal soldiers disguised as work- 
ingmen have entered Juarez from the 
American side. At first I did not caré 
to notice these rumors, but investigation 
shows the reports to have some basis, and 
I would appreciate an explanation,’ 

Gen. Navarro denied the reports.

BALTIMORE, Mey. 3.—President Taft 
opened: the Third National Peace Con- ! 
gress here to-day in the presence of a! 
crowd that packed the Lyric to the doors. 
Qn ‘the platform with the President were 
Car@inal Gibbons,’ Secretary of War ‘Dick- 
inson, Andrew Carnegie, Senator Gore of 
Oklahoma; Hamilton Holt of New York, 
and .other- well-known men. 

‘The. congress is held under the auspices ; 
wfall.the leading societies of America de- 
yoted to thé settlement of internationae® 
digputes by means. other than war. Dur- 
ing the sessions, “which “will continue un- 
til Saturday,.some of the foremost. men 
of this and other foreign countries will 
be heard, all arguing for one subject, the 
adoption of permanent peace by all na- 
tions. 5 

_ The. President expressed the belief that 
all who understood the situation are 
agreed that an arbitration treaty between 
the United ‘States and Great Britain would 
be a stép:in the direction of universal 

“But,” said the President, “it ts a step. 
We ar dealing with a world that is fal- 
ible. Reforms*that are worth having are 
brought about Httle by little and not at 
one blow. I think that we will do better 
if ye realize the difficulties there are 
to opening the gate of universal peace 
with one key and in one year.’’ 

The President declared that he did not 
wish to discuss specifically, at this time 
the proposed treaty with England while 
it was still in the process of negotiation. 
But in the-peace societies that exist 
throughout the country the. President 
found a subject upon which he could talk 
without treading on ground that might be 
diplomatically dangerous. In the consoli- 
dation of the peace societies the President 
thought ‘lay one means to the end for 
which they .were all seeking. 


gg We Seek No Territory. 


This Government, the President said, 
was hampered in any attempt it might 
make to bring peace in this hemisphere 
by the suspicions of the other nations. 

“There is not any desire for territorial 
aggrandizement in this country,”’ said the 
President. “The people wo'id not permit 
the Government to take any territory, if 
it would,.or to interferé except to ald 
these foreign Governments and foreign 
people to maintain peace and order withjn 
their borders. 

The President made no mention specific- 


ally of Mexico, but to those who heard 
him it was evident that the troubled sit- 
uation there and the suspicion in the 
South American republics as to the in- 
tention of this Nation in regard to its 
Southern neighbors had inspired him. The 
President had been s ing of the re- 
currence of internal disfurbances in coun- 
tries not so well able as the United States 
to maintain order and peace, and had said 
that it was incumbent upon the great 
nations of ‘this hemisphere to exercise 
their’ kindly and peaceful influence as 
much es. possible." 

“We have had wars and we know the 
horrors and burdens they bring and would 
have..none of them,” the President 
went on. “But we have attained 

t prosperity and have been w- 
erful in our community, and there- 
fore on us is the responsibility for peace 
in our neighborhood and the burden of 
helping the nations that cannot: help 
themselves. if we can do it effectively.” 

Andrew Carnegie eulogized Mr. Taft as 
the “‘ great peace compelling ruler,’’ who 
had laid the axe at the stronghold of in- 
ternational war. That stronghold, he «aid, 
lay in the fallacy that nations could not 
submit to arbitration questions affecting 
their honor or vital interests without los- 
ing their povoresay. which only meant, 
howéver, their fancied dignity. The truth 
was that the nation which could not so 
submit every question was already bereft 
of sovereignty, which means power to do; 
what it pleases. {

“Surely the first step to bring about 
such & league is to conclude the arbitra- 
tion treaty now being negotiated - with 
Great Britain. As surely as daylight 
follows dawn it will be followed by simi- 
laaetreaties.

OBJECT TO FORM OF BALLOT 


Preferential Places Given to Straight 
Party Candidates—State Con- 
vention Retained. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, May 3.—The Dix direct pri- 
maries bjll made its appearance simul- 
taneously in both branches of the Legis- 
lature to-day. Scarcely had an outline 
of its provisions become known before 
Predictions that it would be defeated be- 
came general. 

By whom the bill was drafted is not 
known as yet. Gov. Dix, when asked this 
afternoon if the bill was his: measure, 
replied; : . 

“Well, it has my sympathy.”’ 

There were many lawmakers, some of 
the Governor's own political faith, who 
in corversation with friends declared 
that the bill would need all the sympathy 
it. could. get. The bill contains all the 
features of the Hinman-Green bill of 
tragic memory that were most harshly 
censured by the opponents of direct. pri- 
maries. In addition it contains .some 
features. which no advocate of direct pri- 
maries could countenance. 

The feature that in alt probability 
will be most severely attacked is the 
primary ballot proposed. It is unlike 
that of any other primary bill ever: in- 
troduced in this State or elsewhere in 
that it appropriates the party emblem 
for use above a strictly party column 
which has a preferential position. In 
this party column all the designations for 
office made by the Official Committee— 
@ nominating vehicle which has been 
taken over from the Hinman-Green bill— 


are ranged in a perpendicular row, each 
in a place proportionate to the im- 
portance of the office. By merely making 
a mark in the circle under this emblem 
a voter without much exertion—mental 
or physical—can vote a etraight party 
ticket with ease enough to gladdem the 
heart of any political boss. 

The bill provides that nominations, 
other than a party nomination, may be 
made by petition, but it has been pointed 
out by friends of direct primaries at the 
Capitol that it would be exceedingly dif- 
ficult for any independent body of voters 
desiring to make @ fight on any ohe of 
the candidates designated by the Official 
Committee to do so without placing an 
entire ticket in the field. For in the 
other columns the candidates are ranged 
not as in the party column according to 
office, but in the order that the petitions 
of the various candidates have been 
filed. And ito still further favor the or- 
ganization primary ticket the bill gives 
to the custodian of primary records, who 
very often holds his place by grace of a 
political boss, absolute power to put the 
most formidable of the opposing inde- 
pendent tickets in the most disadvan- 
tageous position on the ballot. 

Senator T,. Harvey Ferris of Onelda 
and Assemblyman George A. Blauvelt of 
Rockland introduced the. bill. . It pro- 
vides for the direct nomination of all 
candidates for pubilé office, except those 
voted for by the whole State, or fdr 
town, ward, and ‘school district officers, 
The State convention is retained, but dele- 

tes to all conventions’and members of 
he various committees ape to be 
elected at the primaries by the direct 
method. ‘ 

In providing for the designation of 
party candidates by a party committce 
and in requiring an official primary ballot 
the Dix bill follows the provisions of the 
Hinmanh-Green bill ‘of. last year: It dif- 
fers from the Democratic direct primaries 
bill presented to the last session of the 
Legislature ~ a applyin the direct pri- 
maries principle to New/York City as well 
as to the resi of. the State, and by 
making the primary ballot, prepared by 
a frée and. easy method at home, impos- 
sible::. Under the Dix bill the name of 
no candidate can a r in more than one 
place,on the official primary ballot. 

The advantage of ng: the y em- 
blem is one which has never been ac- 
corded in any previous direct primary bill 
introduced in this State. The Hinman- 
Green bill grouped all candidates for one 
office under one head, the organization 
candidate having the advantage of head- 
ing the. list for each office. Last year's 
bill also required the voter to make a 
mark for each candidate voted for. 

The Ferris-Blauvelt bill provides for the 
direct election of delegates to the State 
Conventions and of members of all polit- 
ical committees. Provision is made for 
one State committeeman from each As- 
sembly district, making a State committee 
of 150 members. The seventh Tuesday 
before election’ day is fixed as primary 
day throughout the State: 

To obtain a place on the ballot by peti- 
tion a candidate must have the signatures 
of 5 per cent. of the voters. A candidate 
for election as State committeeman may 
be designated by an Assembly district 
committee. A member of a party com- 
mittee at a meeting for the designaiton of 
candidates is entitled to one vote for his 
unit of representation, and an additional 
vote for each 2,000 votes in his district, as 
ows by returns from the last State elec- 

on. 

Throughout the State each’ election dis- 
trict is made the primary district, except 
in New York, where two continuous elec- 
tion districts are made a primar? district. 
In State Conventions the eligibility of dele- 
gates is determined by the certificate of 
election or by a court order, doing away 
with the necessity of Committees on Cre- 
dentials as the ere of delegates can- 
not be questioned. 

Though the Democratic platform adopt- 
ed at the Rochester Convention contained 
a most emphatic pledge for direct prima- 
ries legislation, and while the Republican 
platform adopted at Saratoga containeg a 
similar promise, though less clear, many 
pom om: psn Ae pan declared that in their 
opinion there would be no direct primaries 
1 lation this year. 

he Dix bill, it was pointed out by those 
who .were procrastinating in this vein, 
contains no end of ammunition which can 
be used both by the friends and the op- 
ponents of direct primaries to make its 
passage impossible. In retaining the party 
committee feature of the Hinman-Green 
bill, the bill introduced to-day has brought 
into the primaries fight this year the 
issue that was seized upen with most ad- 
vantage to themselves by the opponents 
of direct primaries, who ded that 
this merely would be the means of legal- 
izing the political boss. The Tammany 
members are certain to oppose the ex- 
tension of the direct method to primary 
elections in New Work City, and the u 
State legislators are ready to rise in revolt 
egainst the provision for State-wide reg-

In a sworn statement Sawyer declares 
that a certain quality of ofl had been pur- 
chased through the order of William R. 
Patterson, Assistant Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works, and that as & -result of the 
use of this ofl the engine in the Hall of 
Records over which Sawyer had supervi- 
sion was dameged. 

Sawyer also says that he was compelled 
to take orders from Charles G, Arm- 
strong, & consulting engineer, who had no 
official connection with any city depart- 
ment. Sawyer was removed on Aug. 1, 


1910, on a charge of making false accusa- 
tions’ against Mr. Patterson, a superior 
officer. 

In reply Mr. McAneny says that Mr. 
Armstrong had been engaged as an expert 
on mechanical affairs and that nd hd 
was a civil service employe and was 
missed on charges. Furthermore, if he felt 
aggrieved the matter could readily have 
been adjusted in a court by serving a 
writ of mandamus to compel his re-in- 
statement, and that Sawyer had failed to 
take steps to obtain such relief. 


In a statement issued in New York yes- 
terday Borough President McAneny put 
licly answered the charges brought -by 
Nathaniel B. Sawyer to. the attention of 
Gov. Dix.. Mr. McAneny characterized the 
action as ‘‘the old case of.a man who 
has been discharged bet to get even.”

FAVORS NEW LIABILITY ACT. 


Constitutional Amendment Proposed 
by Legislative Commission. 


ALBANY, May 8.—The fourth and final 
report of the Employers’ Liability Com- 
mission was made to the Senate to-day 
by Senator Wainwright, Chairman of the 
commission. 

It recommends the adoption of a con- 
atitutional amendment that will meet the 
objections which caused the liability law 
passed at last year’s session to be pro- 
nounced unconstitutional by the Court of 
Appeals. The amendment introduced by 
Senator Bayne follows: 


The Legislature may impose sich -con- 
ditions on any contracts of employment as 
shall be designed to protect the health or 
promote the safety or wellbeing of any 
of the parties thereto, or the public, or 
to make provision for the payment of com- 

msation with or without the right of trial 
y jury and with or without ard to fault, 
to employes injured by accidents of em- 
ployment, or to persons dependent upon 
them, either by oupcrees. or by employers 
and employes or otherwise, in such manner 
as the Legislature may prescribe and in 
the exercise of the powers herein conferred 
the Legislature shall not be limited “by 
Article I., Section 18, of the Constitution.

VETOES TERCENTENARY BILL. 


Dix Refuses to Extend Time for 
Champlain Committee's Report. 


ALBANY, May 8.—Gov. Dix has vétoed 
Assemblyman Foley's bill extending. until 
1913 the time for the final report of the 
Lake Champlain Tercentenary Commis- 
sion and reappropriating for the commis- 
sion an unexpended balance of $25,833. 

When the commission was created it 
was provided that it should report to the 
Legislature of 1910. Last year the time 
was extended a year, and the Governor 
believes a further extension of time unde- 
sirable, as it probably would necessitate 
further appropriations. 

The Governor also vetoed two Criminal

Poe says, in reply to the assertion. that 
his habits were “ shockingly irregular”: 

“The fact is this: M abits are rig- 
orously abstemtous, and I omit nothin 
of the natural regimen for health, 1. e., 
rise early, eat moderately, drink nothing 
but water, and ‘take abundant and regular 
exercise in the open gir. But this is my 
private life—my studious and literary life 
—and of course escapes the eye of the 
world. The desire for society comes upon 
me only when I have become excitedjby 
drink. Then only I go—that is, at these 
times only I have been in the practice of 
going among my friends, who, seldom, or 
n fact never, having seen me, unless ex- 


cited, take it for granted that I am al- 
ways so. -Those who really know me 
know better. In. the meantime I shall 
turn the general érror to account.” 

He then gives a résumé of the points in 
his philosophical lecture, published in his 
work, * Bureka,” outlining his system of 
cosmic philosophy, and stating that he is 
confident his theories will change the 
whole course of science and physics. He 
ends the letter with this line: say this 
quietly, but I say it.” The letter really will 
change the future biographies of Poe, as 
it gives his own explanation of the chargé 
of drunken habits made against him.

Great Possibilities for Research In 
Bagdad, He Thinks, if Right Man to 
Make It Can Be Found. 


Dr. Solomon Schechter, the President 
of the Jewish Theological Institute, who 
returned Tuesday night on the Berlin 
from an eleven months’ vacation, said 
last night that he had been spending most 
of the time resting. His mind has been 
active, however, if his pen has not, and 
he has already thought of a subject for 
another book which is to deal with the 
Jew in Northern Africa, 

Dr. Schechter also found that Bagdad 
is a city which offers great possibilities 
to an enterprising student for historical 
research. 

While Dr. Schechter: was in Africa, 
Cambridge University issued his trans- 
lation of the remarkable manuscript con- 
taining a. contemporary record of persons 
and events described in the New Testa- 
ment. This work and the commentaries 
by Dr. Schechter therein contained was 
entitled, ‘“‘Fragments of a Zadokite 
Work.” 

“What have I been doing?”’ repeated 
the doctor last night in answer to a 
question. “‘Why, nothing at all. I've 
been in England, Berlin, Paris, and South 
Africa, where I have a daughter living, 
but in all these places only for recreation 
and amusement. I am not so young as I 
once was and I needéd a complete rest. 

“No, I do not think I shall undertake 
a book again for some time. My work at 
the seminary will completely occupy me 
for several weeks to come. A book means 


@ great deal of work, and I hesitate to 
attempt that at once. 

*“* However, I have an idea that my next 
book may deal with the Jew in Northern 
Africa. Besides the fragments of the 
manuscript which was 5 peciienas last 
Winter Cambridge Unive Vf has several 
thousand more manscripts in the Geniza 
collection which I obtained in Cairo, and 
while none of these equals in interest the 
fragment already published. others touch 
on exceedingly interesting historical sub- 
jects, and from these I may select ma- 
er for another book. 

IT say, this book will deal with the 
ear migration of the Jew to Northern 
Africa, though it will be more or less lim- 
ited to Cairo. Nothing remains unfortu- 
nately of the books of Alexandria. Ex- 
cavations made there have yielded noth- 
ing. In the first place, the library was 
turned and then in succeeding centuries 
Mohammedan and Christian bave vied 
with each other in turn in destroying each 
other’s work. 

“TI think the most promising field for 
research is Bagdad, which is untouched. 
We all know of the civilization of 
under the Califs, and yet little has 
found of the literature of that pecs. If 
I were younger I should go there directly 
and see what could be done.”’ 

“I could easily raise money to pay for 
an expedition now, but where is the man? 
That is the difficulty—to find the oo 
who could do this thing. You see, if t 
people of Bagdad have these books they 
do not know their value. Perhaps exca- 
vations would be necessary, but it is 
likely that old manuscripts exist here and 
there in old houses. ow, to procure 
manuscripts of this sort a certain kind of 
talent is neces The ordinary man 
would try to buy her. The moment an 
attempt of this hort is made the owner 
realizes the value of his wares. One 
must show an indifference and then make 
the man understand that the manuscri 
is of no-value to him, whereas you will 
clean it up, mount it on glass, and event. 
ually put it in a book which will bring 
glory to him. 

“ But tact is cay one of the qualifica- 
tions required. e main thing is that 
the man undertaking the research shall 
know what he is looking for. Everything 
is of interest, even bookbindings. For 
instance, I have found certain books, 
with particularily heavy covers, to con- 
tain between two sheets of leather, which 
formed one side of the binding, manu- 
Scripts used for padding. It was worth- 
less manuscript to the maker of the 
book, but it may prove exceedingly valu- 
able to me. 

“Then there is the palim manu- 
script which has other writing over it, 
sometimes two layers. For instance 
when the Greeks wera in possession ot 
Alexandria everything’ was in Greek. 
Later the Arabs came, and they rewrote 
across the Greek manuscri it because 
writ materials were exc ingly valu- 
abl n instances of this sort it is often 
the lowest layer avhich is worth the most 
to the soaholar, and, of course, it is all 
infinitely difficult to read. 

“ An interesting discovery has just been 
made in Germany which I learned of just 
before I sailed.

Judge Erlanger, While Issuing Order, 
Files Contrary Opinion, 


In an order in which he records his 
disagreement with the Appellate Division 
of the Supreme Court, which twice or- 
dered that an injunction be issued to en- 
force building restrictions on West 
Twenty-sixth Street, Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Erlanger directed yesterday that Eu- 
gene E. Hinkle cease to occupy a five- 
foot strip along the building line. 

Engineers said that quite a problem is 
presented in obeying the order, which will 
shave five feet from the front of a twelve- 


story loft building. The injunction was 
granted to Rossanna Batchelor, who owns 
property 125 feet west of Hinkle's build- 
ing. She and one other property owner 
refused to sign the almost unanimous 
consent to the ‘erection of the building 
which violated a joint restriction agreed 
upon in 1849 by the then property 
owners. 


When Miss Batchelor first brought suit 
for the enforcement of the restriction her 
complaint was dismissed. The Appellate 


Division reverad this. ruling and ordered 
a@ new trial, On the second trial she was 
found to “be entitled to nominal damages 
of $1 but not to an injunction. The Ap- 
pellate Division reversed this ruling also 
and sent the case back te the Supreme 
Court with the direction “that the law 
as established by this court be followed.”

It was just before 
they reached Fowler that Poole first told 
the Sheriff and Marshal that he was re- 
sponsible for Kemper’s death. He said 
that on the Sunday of the killing he was 
climbing over the fence at the back of 
his house with a shotgun in his hand in 
pursuit of a rabbit. Kemper, he says, 
was standing near. Poole. declares that 
in getting over the fence the gun went 
off, and that the full charge entered 
Kemper’s head. 

This part of Poole’s story is discredited 
by Sheriff Shackelton, who says that all 
indications point to Kemper having been 
murdered in the kitchen of the Poole 
home.

Rich Cousin of the New York Céntral’e 
President—Slept in Barns and 
dalle to Help the Homeless. 


Edwin A. Brown, “the nmiliifonaire 
tramp,” cousin of W. C. Brown, President 
of the New York Central, announced on 
his arrival at the Waldorf-Astoria last 
night that he would never’ wear overalis 
again. He is through seéing, as a part 
of. the show, the seamy side of life, he 
says, and from now on, with the rich ex- 
perience he has had in learning how the 
other half lives, he inténfs to carry on 
his work of impréssing upon cities the 
necessity of -providing municipal lodging 
houses; such as this city haa, by other 
méans than “ living’ the dog’s life” him- 
self, He has no intention whatever, he 
says, of slackening his endeavors, but he 
now has seen the inside of prison walls 
in every section of the country, always 
on the sole chargé of not having enough 
money to buy @ bed, and sees no reason 
why he. should: suffer the “ down-anca- 
out’? man's privation further.  . 

Mr. Brown is a resident of Denver, 
where he is one of the city’s largest reat 


estate holders, With no thirst for greater 


wealth than he has, he has for years 
been trying to learn by actual experience 
the sufferings of men who are honest and 
willing to work, and of others who are 
shiftless and almost worthless, as a re- 
sult, possibly, he thinks, ef the Govern- 
ment’s neglect.

“TI had hitherto visited as a homeless 
man, seeking work and a temporary lodg- 
ing, every section of the colintry except 
the South,” said he in his room at the 
Waldorf last night, “and I felt that, 
though I had been through e horrors 
of the ‘Bull Pen’ of Denvg, the jails 
at Pittsburg and other cities, and nar- 
rowly escaped the prison at Spokane by 
revealing my identity because I could ao 
stand another such night as I had spen 
in Pittsburg, my experience would be in ~ 
complete until had made a circuit of 
the ‘South.

Officially Pronounced an Adulterant 


The order that follows is signed by the 
Secretaries of Agriculture, the Treasury, 


and Commerce and Labor, and declares 
that the Secretary of Agriculture “ will 
regard as adulterated under the Food 
and Drugs act foods containing saccha- 
rin which, on and after July 1, 3011. are 

manufactured or offered for gale in the 
District of Columbia or the Territories, 
or shipped in inter-State or LY deg com- 
merce, or offered for importation into the 
United. States.”’ 
This order gives the Secretary of Agri- 
culture legal authority to proceed against 
{makers or sellers of such foods after 
the date named. His authority, however, 
would not reach cases where the food is 
manufactured and sold in the same State. 
If saccharin is used by any of the makers 
of soda water syrups or soft drinks in

A more practicable arid effective pro- 
vision than that which Director AtumN 
suggests would be the one proposed by 
Commissioner WauLpo: Give responsi- 
ble officials the power to close bufld- 
ings which they find to be dangerous. 
This is as necessary a police measure 
as the empowering of the. Board of 
Health to establish a quarantine 
against infectious disease. With such 
active, zealous, and vigilant agencies 
as the fire insurance companies and 
the employers’ associations at work in 
this city, it fs not probable that the 
power would be abused. The fear of 
owners of factories and other crowded 
buildings.that they might be closed at 
any time, if-inspection revealed their 
failure to comply with the fire laws, 
would be wholesome and salutary. The 
requirement would tend to make the 
law effective, whether the appropria- 
tions for the inspectors_be big or little. 


THE STRIKES. 

Each of several strikes ‘now in effect 
has the capacity of developing more 
trouble than we have experienced alto- 
gether in connection with recent May 
Days. There is a spirit of unrest and 
antagonism which is characteristic of 
periods when prices have risen to such 
an extent as to cause a reconsideration 
of the reality. of the appearances of 
prosperity, and a revision of the rele- 
tions of the elements of production and 
distribution. In adjusting these con- 
flicting ingerests the dominant consid 
eration ought to be, and ultimately will 
be, the welfare of everybody, that is of 
the entire community as distinguished 
from the interests of any single class. 

The interest of everybody is that pro- 
duction of goods shall be as large as pos- 
sible, so that there may be a larger dis- 
tributive share, This conflicts with the 
desire of capital that profits shal) be 


large and costs small. Also there is a. 


conflict between the interest of labor, 
as seen by itself, that the processes of 
manufacture and distribution shall be 
carried on for the production of wages, 
and the interest of the general con- 
sumer that production of goods is more 
important than the distribution of 
wages. It is this aspect which is upper- 
most in the recent labor situation, and 
which arrays labor against both em- 
ployers and consumers. Indeed it would 
not be difficult to show that the de- 
‘mand of labor for the same wage and 
shorter hours is contrary to the inter- 
ests of labor itself in its capacity of 
consumer of products. It needs no 
argument to prove that the démand of 
organized labor that unorganised labor 
shall not work arrays labor against 
itself, and subordinates the interest of 
the many to the interest of the few. 
Probably labor cares nothing for such 


considerations. Yet there may be 4|’ 


chance that labor does not care because. 
it does not appreciate to what an extent 
it is levying forced eontributions to 
itself at the expense both of the profits 
of.capital and of the distribution of the 
products of labor. 

In 1910. there were lost in this State 
through strikes 5,505,884 days. Nine- 
tenths of this loss of labor was realized 
in this city, and in many cases the 
question of cormditions of employment 
was subordinated to privilege in em- 
ployment for a minority, which was 
enforced by methods. contrary to law. 
Labor may regard the loss of wages 
as less {mportant than the supremacy 
of trades unionism, but it cannot expect 
the. rest of the community to sympa- 
thize with objects which so greatly leas- 
ened the production of ‘goods, and’ in- 
creased the expense and difficulty of 
administering the Government. It is

Aifficult and costly that men are ‘tinable 
te buy houses as they did, and would 
Itke to, and builders dare not build. 
Such oconditions.are not advantageous 
to labor itself, whether labor be used 
to mean working people or tradi 
unioniste. The Engineering News keeps 
@ record of conditions in all the 

and states that bricklayers now get 70 
cents an hour for 44 hours weekly, 
against 80 to 40 cents for 59 hours in 
1881. It ts precisely this trade which 
is most inefficient in its work,-and the 
most.stubborn in resisting every effort 
te organize the trade to produce goods 
instedd of wages, even at an increase 
of earnings for itself. 

No one will object to short hours and 
Nigh pay ae desirable in themselves, but 
labor hag no right to indulge itself in 
such respects by imposing conditions of 
equality regardless of efficiency. If 
labor were as industrious and efficient 
as it might and ought to be it would 
supply the funds which might both pro- 
vide the wages extorted and supply 
consumers” demands at prices which 
could be afforded, But when one-tenth 
of the workers impose demands that 
nine-tenths shal] not work on terms ac- 
ceptable to tham, and that the one-tenth 
shall receive leisure and wages above 
their earnings, there is an uneconomic 
depletion of the capital funds available 
for expenditure. The problem of the 
moment is to stimulate consumption by 
reducing costs and prices. Opposed to 
this demand stand the unions demand- 
ing that production shall be costly, and 
that they shall enjoy an ease which 
they have not earned. The economic 
effect is the same whéther industry is 
paralyzed by a statute of a trades union 
or -a capital trust or a Legislature com- 
manding what cannot be afforded. In 
either case production is prostrated, the 
flow of wages is checked, and the pro- 
duction of goods is reduced. The labor 
union’s part in producing hard times is 
worth the consideration of all classes, 
and especially of those willing to work 
for what can be pald, and kept from 
work by labor’s mistaken views of its 
own interest. 


THE SENATE AND RECIPROCITY. 

The Senate Finance Committee will 
begin to-day its hearings on Canadian 
reciprocity. Mr. Panrosp of-Pennsyl- 
vania is the Chairman of the commit- 
tee and he can be relied on to represent 
the interests of the extreme protection- 
ists. But the committees is far from 
being under his control to the extent 
that it was formerly under the thumb 
of Mr. Aupricu. The feeling among the 
supporters of the reciprocity agreement 
as well as in the immediate administra- 
tion circles is that, though the process 
will be a long one, the necessary legis- 
lation, as it passed the House,’ will fi- 
nally be adopted. 

The evidence grows constantly in vol- 
ume and force that the country is be- 
hind the President tn this matter. The 

ttempts to arouse party feeling in op- 
position have failed miserably. The 
feeling among all rational Republicans 
is that Mr. Tarr has greatly strength- 
ened himself and the party by his reci- 
procity policy. He haa, in a measure, 
spiked the enemy’s guns. He has made 
@ substantial contribution to the fulfill- 


ment of the promises of the campaign. 


of 1908. It is true that in doing so he 
has aided in taking the tariff, out of 
politics, but all sensible party men, with 
their eyes open, see now that the tariff 
of 1908 was a mighty bad thing to have 
in politics from the party point of view, 
and they are glad to‘have its promi- 
nence and its influence lessened. 

Still back of this feeling is the con- 
viction of the business men of the coun- 
try that reciprocity is absolutely neces- 
sary to the prosperity of our industries, 
the productive capacity of which has 
long since outgrown the demand for 
home consumption. This point is well 
set forth by Mr. H. BH. Mruzs, the ax- 
tensive manufacturer of agricultural 
implements and machinery of Racine, 
Wis. He shows how little we have suc- 
ceeded, cémpared to other nations, in 
getting our share of the world’s trade: 


There are only four great manufactur- 
ing nations in the world — England 
France, Germany, and the United States. 
In volume of product, the United States 
is far and away in the lead. Outside 
these four nations there are one and one- 
half billion human souls who look to these 
nations for their manufactured supplies. 
The rewards offered in this world trade 
are beyond comprehension. They are to 
be measured in money, in intellectual ad- 
vancement, tn national spirit, in height: 
ened civilisation, and yet in this world 
trade the United States has, until now,: 
refused to participate... We have made 
our tariffs not protective, but prohib- 
itive in the majority of items, and in 
many ways we have served notice upon 
the nations that it is our policy to restrict 
international. trade, rather than to pro- 
mote it. \ '

“crime wave” appeared in the eolumns 
of. this paper yesterday. One of them 
came from a correspondent. He ad- 
mitted the existence of the wave and 
ascribed it to the necessity.of earning, or 
at least getting, in new ways enough to 
live on that has “been imposed by “ re- 
form'’ upon a large number of men 
hitherto employed fm tolerated industries 
of a more or less aleatory character. 

Driven out of the gambling houses and 
off the race tracks, thgse men, accord- 
ing to this authority, have been forced 
into burglary and highway robbery, since 
they had as little training as inclination 
or competency for honest work, and 
hunger has given them the courage re- 
quired for kinds ef theft ruder than 
those to which they have been ac- 
customed. Whether our correspondent 
thought this outcome of reform its con- 
demnation, and a sufficient reason for 
unreforming, he did not gay. Perhaps he 
has not yet quite made up his mind on 
that point, as it is a rather puzzling one, 

The other theory came from Mayor 
Garwor. He also, though we seem to ‘re- 
call frequent and vehement denials from 
him that there is or ever _has been a 
“erime wave,” admitted that there was 
one now. He did it in his address to his 
new Second Deputy Commissioner of 
Police, telling that -distinguished de- 
tective that, as criminals from all over 
the country had been attracted here by 
the far-flung rumor that they coul4 in 
this city carry on their operations with 
impunity, his job would tax ail his 
abilities for some time to come. In other 
words, the Mayor thinks that the stories 
of a “crime wave” that didn’t exist 
have created one. 

This, too, as we have sald, ts plausible, 
but it is not very convincing, since its ac- 
ceptance involves the assumption that 
there was no foundation for the original 
complaints of crime rampant. In making 
that assumption the Mayor miust™ be 
credited with ainoerity, but he has «a 
sharper eye for conspiracies than most 
of us possess. Why he should think that 
any part of New York's population large 
enough or important enough-to deserve 
his attention has plotted against him or 
his administration—has wanted it or him 
to be anything but brilliaatly suocessful 
or was sorry when he and it promised to 
be so—is a mystery which we are so 
hopeless of solving that we will not even 
tackle it.
